Kosc.i.. 0 recalled that Turalin had orally contacted Vladinir 
Lusmeh Alekseev, Chief, Sixth Section of Kosenko’s Tourist 
Step ax men t, with respect to Oswald. Kosenko’s Department 
hae no interest in Oswald and recommended that Oswald’s 
request for a re-entry visa be denied. Kosenko could not 
rcca_l Wx.cn Oswald visited Kcxico City in connection with

military Intoll igence) or the Thirteenth Department of the 
First Directorate of the KGB (which deals with sabotage, 
explosions, killings, terror). Kosenko staled that ho is 
absolute. y certain that Osvrr.lcl received no tuch training 
or assignments . In this connection he explained that if 
nny other department of KGB wanted to utilise Oswald, they 
would have to contact the department which criminally opened 

on Oswald (Koscnho's department) and ask permission 
to^UcilisG him. Kosenko stated that this would also anuly to 
Gnu. x-.osenko further explained that in view of their evaluation 
tnat Oswald appeared to be mentally unstable no Soviet 
I ntolliCence Agency, particularly the Thirteenth Department 
would consider using him. Kosenko also advised that further 
eviaence that Oswald was not of intelligence interest to the 
EC-jj is shown by the fact that the I.C3 Headquarters did not 
regain a control file concerning Oswald following his settle- 
nent in Kins!; . He elaborated by stating that had Oswald been 
of any intelligences interest to KGD a control file would also 
have been maintained at KGB Headquarters. This file would 
have been assigned to a Case Officer at Headquarters with 
responsibility to direct supervision of the case, including 
the- making of periodic visits to Kinsk by the Case Officer.
